REFORMS 


DR. WELLINGTON’S 
’ PROPOSALS 


_CO-ORDINATION 


Important _recommenditions are 
made by the Director of Medical 
and Sanitary Services, Hon. Dr. A. 
R. Wellington, in his report to the 
authorities on the proposed, reor- 
ganisation on modern lines of the 
Medical and Sanitary Services of 
the Colony. The report has. betn 
forwarded to the Sanitary Board 
for comment. ’ 

A covering letter from_ the 
Colonial Secretariat to the Presi- 
dent of the Sanitary Board, states: 

“With reference to your let- 
ter. No, 297-29 of the 17th. Sep- 
tember, 1930, 1 am directed to 
forward for the information of 
the Board and for any comments 
which the Board may wish to 
mike the accompanying copy of 
recommendations submitted by 
the Director of Medical and 
Sanitary Services for the reor- 
ganization on modern lines of 
the ‘Medical and Sanitary Ser- 
vices of the Colony. i 

2. One measure, the Births and 
Deaths Registration Amendment 
Ordinance haa already been pass- 
ed and legislation designed to 
sive effect to other recommenda- 
tions is under consideration.

The Recommendations. 
Dr. Wellington's — recommenda- 
tions are as follows: 

The Jaws dealings with Quaran- 
tine and Prevention of — Disease 
should be grouped together under 
one Ordinance and Quarantine and 
Prevention of Disease’ Ordinance. 
Vhis Ordinance would not only deal 
with human infectious disease of 
an epidemic character such as 
plague. cholera and small-pox, but

as miaaria, tuberculosis, leprosy. 
Vaccination would be included, The 
scope of the Ordinanee should be 
‘extended to inehide animal dis- 
eases, animal quarantine and the 
control of slaughter-louses, 


Food and Drugié. 

The. Sale of Food and Drugs Or- 
dinance should be amended go 2s 
to alloy of Health Officers taking 
netion and to ensure that none but 
Government Analysts shall be 
analysts. under the Act. ‘The scope 
of this Act should be extended. so 
ag to include provisions for insur- 
ing the ptirity of foods and drugs 
sold, and to prevent the sale of 
food and’ drugs unfit for human 
consumption, It- should include 
provisions for, licensing | places 
where food is prepared for-sale and 
for places where food is sold either 
retail and wholesale and for eut- 
ing houses, restaurants and dairies, 
There should be a Factory and 
Workshop Ordinance for dealing 
with the sanitation of factories and 
workshops, for regulating the hours 
of work allowed, and for ensuring 
proper precautions being taken in 
the ettse of dangerous trades. 


A Sanitation Ordinance. 


All matters relating to Urban 
sanitation, houses, drains, seaveng- 
ing, und town cleansing, donser- 
vaney and sewerage, and the Iicens- 
‘ing of premises other than those 
where food is sold or prepared for 
sale, should come under a Sanita- 
tion Ordinanee. There should be a 
¢lause authorising the Governor to 
apply any or all the provisi¢ns © to 
Villages and rural aress 

Regulations regurding. the con- 
struction of buildings should ‘come 
under a Building Ordinance. 

There should be an Ordinance 
for Town Planning and Town Im- 
provement. 


Administration. 
The Quaraniine and Prevention 
of Disease Ordinance, the Sale of 
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Drugs Ordinance, and the Factories 
and Workshops Ordinance should 
be administered by the Medical and 
Health Department. 

The Registrar of Births . and 
Deaths. should be the Director of 
Medical and Sanitary Services. 

The Town Planning and Town 
Improvement Ordinance should be 
administered by a Board which 
should contain the D.P.W. and the 
D.M.S.S. : 

The Water Authority under the 
Water, Works Ordinance should be 
a Board on which the D.m.S.S, has 
n seat. 


The Bulldings Ordinance should 
be administered . by the Public 
Works Department. , 

The Sanitation Ordinance should 
be administered ‘by . the’ Sani- 
tury Board und the Sanitary De- 
partment, . 


Sanitary Department's Scope. 


The Sanitary Department, which 
under the new scheme will confine 
its attention to sanitation in the 
reatricted sense of the term, will 
deal with town cleansing, housing, 
scavenging, conservancy, the control 
of certain trades, and the sanitary 
supervision of places of assembly 
such as commen lodging houses, 
theatres ete., ete. , 

In most up-to-date cities the 
head of such an organisation would 
be the Municipal Engineer. In 
Panama it is the Health Officer. 
In Hongkong. beentse of the desire 
of certain of the Chinese to lave 
a buffer interposed between them 
and the professional hygienist, it is 
recommended that until public 
opinion is more educated on mat- 
ters of Hygiene and Sanitation the 
post-of “Head of the Snnitary 
Department” shall be held by a

It cannot be otherwise than 
gratifying to all good Britons to 
note that the official trade returns 
for the first’ six months ‘of this 
year show 2 marked advance in 
the importations of British goods 
into this Colony. .f China be 
excluded, the largest share of our 
import trade during that period 
has to be credited to the United 
Kingdom. Two years ago, tho 
British share was only just over 
For the six months 
over 


nine per cent. 
just ended, it has risen. to 
thirteen per cent. But whilst 
these figures represent a steady 
advance,. it is difficult to see muclt 
outward evidence of large influx 
of British commodities. It will, 
of course, be realised in this con- 
nexion that considerable quantities 
of our imports eventually find their 
way into. the interior markets, 
whilst trade statistics include such 
things as machinery and other in- 
‘dustrial ‘equipment, not usually 
"| figuring in.retall business. 

The reeent Empire | Products 
Fair undoubtedly did a great deal 
in bringing to the notice of the 
public various lines of British 
goods. _ More than one _ house- 
holder visiting the Fair expressed 
surpriso that there “were such 
excellent products of British 
origin available in the Colony. 
That fact of itself illustrated one 

|| thing—-namely, that there had been 
‘no particular effort on the part of 
shopkcepers to push such commodi- 
ties, But, the Fair did whet the 
appetite of British residents for 
Empire products. The pity of it 
is, if we are to judgo from our 
own observations and from tho 
outspoken letters appearing in the 
Presa, that these British goods 
appear in many instances to bo 
stacked away out of sight, and are 
seldom advertised. There are out- 
standing exceptions to the rule, 
‘admittedly. Tho difficulty in gsocur- 
ing Empire goods has Ied one cor- 
rospondent to assort that the 
meaning and Ject of tho rocont 


ignored by importers and dealers, | © 


Whatever the cause may be, it will 
scarcely be denicd that foreign 
yoods tan bo obtained without the 
Jenst difficuity. This is the  re- 
ward of service and judicious ad- 
verlising. And it will only be by 
similar means that British, pro- 
ducts will be ‘popularised. 

All the blame in these matters 
cannot be laid at the doors of the 
retail businesses. In fact; a much 
yreater share of it belongs to 
wholesale houses. Thore are firma 
in this Colony holding valuable 
British: agencies who never think 
of advertising their products from 
one year’s end to another. They 
are content to xo on in the good 
old-fashioned ways of the past, 
forgetting that we Hye in times 
which call for other methods. In 
fairness to some others, however, 
it must be added that there has 
come to them in latter years a 
real appreciation of the value of 
publicity. One thing is certain— 
namely, that if Hongkong is to 
become a bigger market for 
‘Empire goods, some organised 
effért will have to be made, back- 
ed up by advertising giving actual 
prices, and by special shop window 
displiys. The lead given by one of 
our oldest firms in this 
would, if yenerally followed, lead

Smashing the Dope Gangs, 


“Drug traflickers are in for a@ 
most uncomfortable time,” de- 
clared Russell Pasha, head of the 
Central Narcotics Intelligence 
Bureau, to the League-of Nations 
Opium Committee earlier this year, 
And his words have been abun- 
dantly substantiated by the events 
of the past few: weeks, which have 
brought disaster after disaster to 
iMicit dope syndicates. In Exypt. 
the notorious Mohamed Mistapha 
Nafei, after snapping his fingers 
st law and order for thirty years, 
has been sentenced to a stiff term 
of imprisonment and a heavy fine. 
He was an enterprising zentieman 
who floated a shipping. company 
to facilitate the smuggling of 
drugs. Tn Paris, a rich American, 
who was carrying £16,000 in notes 
when arrested, has been brought 
to book. This was the dramatic 
sequel to the discovery, about six 
months ‘ago, of nearly a hundred- 
weight of morphine concealed. on 
board the “He de France” at Now 
York, in cases of children’s toys. 
Three Englishmen fell into the 
net at Constantinople. Their 
speciality was a mail order business 
in heroin, an even more dangerous 
drug than morphine. They had 
many clients in Egypt. With them 
were associated the sister of one 
of the men, married to an Italian, 
and two Grecks. Much of the 
evidence agninst them was obtain- 
ed by ‘the Egyptian authorities, 
but the Turkish police acted with 
commendable speed. These out- 
standing cases well illustrate the 
difficulties of fighting the drug 
traffic and the absolute necessity 
of international co-operition. 
Scoundrels of all nationalities link 
themselves together; a Pole was 
arrested with the American. 
Their activities range over many 
countries and continents. The 
elaborate organisation and in- 
genious snuggling devices resorted 
to are amply repaid by the fabulous 
profits, often amounting to thou- 
sands per cent. Thanks to the 
excellent staff work of the League 
of Nations something like a ‘com- 
mon front is now being presented 
against the drug evil. The Con- 
stantinople arrests were .mado 
possible only by the fact that 
Turkey, although not then a mem- 
ber of the League, was persuaded 
to work with the League ‘in this 
matter. 
the leading gangs is most encour- 
aging.. Constant vigilance, nover- 
theless, is needed to prevent a re- 
erudescence of large-scale traffic. 
Even in Great Britain, and cer- 
tainly in other parts of the Empire, 
drug traffickers are stil] at large.

Their 
beautiful homes, cars, yachts and 
everything they had acquired 
with their wealth have gone, 

It is a huge mistake to imagine 
that by gambling or speculating 
in shares money can be made as 2 
steady income. It has been made, 
but one must not overtook.the fact 
that the large winnings’made dur- 
ing the last Bull market were by 
people who did not know enough 
about share operations to fear the 
consequences of paying ridicul- 
ously high prices for them, For

IDEAL SYSTEM. 


The purpose of the Committee 
was to explore specific financial 
problems of each state, bearing 
in mind the principle that the 
ideal system would be to arrive 
atoan arrangement by which the 
Federal units would contribute on 
a uniform basis to Federal -re- 
sources, 

The work involved examination 
of the existing rights of each 
State under its particular treaty 
with the Crown, and. examination 
im detail -of the contributiond 
which certain States make, and 
the value represented by the ter- 
ritories which some of the States 
have ceded to the Crown in re- 
turn for juarantees of a military 
nature, 


v BALANCE SHEETS. 


The Committee has propared a 
balance sheet for oxeh Indian 
State, debiting the amounts in 
respect of certain immunities 
enjoyed, and crediting: it with its 
contribution to the Crown, which 
eventually passes into the re- 
venucs of the Government of 
India, 

The object of the Committee has 
been to suggest terms which could 
be fairly reasonably accepted both 
by the States and British Indin 
as a basis of mutual and volun- 
tary association. So far us the 
States are concerned, such — as- 
sociation must be achieved «with 
euch individually, as only ina 
“very wencral sense jis it possible 
to speak of the common interest 
of the States, as contrasted with 
the interests of British India.

The police in London ennnot stop 
street -betling. 
This was admitted by the Deputy 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police In his evidence before the 
Royal Commission on Lotteries and 
Letting, 
Sir Trevor Bigham, Deputy Com. 
missioner, of the Metropolitan 
Police, who was the principal wit- 
ness before the Commission, sald 
that thore was a vast amount of 
reudy money betting on private 
premises which was practically un- 
touched by the law. 
“It is not too much to suy that 
police action with regard to street 
betting is, fur practical purposes, 
ineffective, simply because: of the 
Jargeness of the demand for bet- 
ting facilities," he said. “Some 
parts of London are so riddled with 
street betting that to deal with it 
afectively would require, a very 
much larger number of police than 
could) be made available . without 
prohibitive expenditure, [t fg not 
by any incans every policeman who 
hax the ability or the desire to 
carry out the duty effectivelys”

' AMBIGUOUS RULES. 


Leaving alone the more ethical 
side of the question, an incident 
such has just arisen, reveals the 
immediate need of a revision and 
reconstruction of tho. leaghe rules, 
At present they are either far too 
elastic or, when strictly interpret- 
ed, leave one without the slightest 
opportunity of including extenua- 
tiny circumstanees in one's con- 
sideration of a ease. 


Rule 6 for instanee, under 
which, the C.R.C. v. S.G.A.A. dig- 
agreement was adjudicated, states 
that a match can only be post- 
poned cither through wet weather 
which prevents play, or by sane- 
tion of the Executive Committee. 
This means that a team, finding: 
itself, incomplete through illness 
or any other legitimate reason 
only a few hours before the match 
is due to be played, has to get 
the sanction of the Executive 
Committee or pay the penalty, 
The.very impossibility of securing 
the sunction of the committee 
within a few hours shows the im- 
practicability of the ruling. 

Heretofore the clubs have -re- 
coynised this, and in all cases 


shave come to a mutual arrange- 


ment over the whole thing, South 
China themselves have-suffered in 
this respect: this summer, but 
rather than trke advantage of the 
rules, agreed to a rearrangement. 


GENEROUS ATTIFUDE NEEDED. 


One would have liked to have 
seen such a lend given: by one of 
the leading clubs in the Colony 
in this direction.

he was summoned and fined last 
year, he agreed be could have been 
summoned 365 times during that 
period, secing that the so-called 
obstructions were more or Jess of 
the same extent.

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BRITISH GOODS 


it cannot be otherwise than 
gratifying to all good Britons to 
note that the official trade returns 
for the first six months of . this 
year show’ a marked ‘advance’ in 
the importations of British sroods 
into this “Colony. If China he. 
excluded, the largest share of our 
import trade during that period 
has to be eredited to the United 


Kingdom. Two years ago, the 


British share was only just over 
nine per cent. For the six months 
just ended, it has risen to over 
thirteen per cent. But whilst 
these figures represent a steady 
advance, it ig difficult to see much 
outward evidence of large influx 
of British commodities, It will, 
of course, be realised in this con- 
nexion that considerable quantities 
of our imports eventually find their 


“way into the interlor markets, 


whilst trade statistics include such 
things as machinery and other in- 
dustrin] equipment, not usually 
figuring in retail business. 

The recent Empire Products 
Fair undoubtedly did a grent deal 
in bringing to the notice of the 
public various lines of British 
goods. _ More than one _ house- 
holder visiting the Fair expressed 
surprise that there were such 
excellent products of British 
origin available in the Colony. 
That fact’ of itself illustrated one 
thing—namely, that there had been 
‘no particular, effort on the part’ of 
shopkeepers to push such commodi- 
tles. But the Fair did whet the 
appetite of British residents for 
Empire products. The pity of it 
js, if we are to judge from our 
own observations. and from the 
outspoken Ictters appearing in the 
Press, that these - British. goods 
appear in many. instances to be 
stacked away out of sight, and are 
soldom advortised. - There are out- 
standing exceptions to tho rule, 
admittedly. The difficulty in gecur- 
ing Emplre goods has ied ono cor- 
respondent to assert: that the 


meaning.and: object of tho rocont| 


‘Ignored by importers and dealors. lo 


Whatever the cause may be, it will 
scarccly be denied that forefgn: 
goods can be obtained without the 
least difficulty. This is the re- 
ward of service and judicious ad= 
vertising. And it will only be by 
similar means that British pro- 
ducts will be popularised. 

* All the blame in these matters 
cannot: be laid -at the doors of the 
retail businesses. In fact,.a much 
greater share of it belongs’ to 
wholesile houses. Thore are firms 
in this Colony holding - valuable 
British agencies who never think 
of advertising their products from 
one year’s end to another. They 
are content -to go on in the good 
old-fashioned ways .of the past, 
forgetting that we live in times 
which call for other methods. In 
fuirness to ‘sume others, however, 
it must be added that there has 
come to them in latter years 1 
real appreciation of the value of 
publicity., One thing is certain-- 
namely, that if Hongkong is ty 
become «a bigger market for 
Empire goods, some organised

displays. ° The lead given by one of 
our oldest firms in this regard 
would, if yenerally followed, lead 
to beneficial results in the general 
interests of, British trade. 


Smashing the Dope Gangs. 


“Drug traflickers are in for oa 
most uncomfortable lime,” de- 
clared Russell Pusha, head of the 
Central Narcotics Intelligence 
Bureau, to the League of Nations 
Opium Commitles earlier this year. 
And his words have been abun- 
dantly substantiated by the events 
of the past few weeks, which have 
brought disaster after disaster to 
illicit dope syndicates. In’ Egypt 
the notorious Mohamed Mistapha 
Nafei, after snapping his fingers 
at law and order for thirty years, 
has been sentenced to a stiff term 
of imprisonment and a heavy fine. 
Ile was an enterprising zentieman 
who floated’a shipping company 
to facilitate the smuggling of 
drugs. In Paris, a rich American, 
who was carrying £16,000 in notes 
when arrested, has been brought 
to book. This was the dramatic 
sequel to the discovery, about six 
months ago, of nearly a hundred- 
weight of morphine concealed on 
board the “Ile de France” at New 
York, in cases of children’s toys. 
‘Three Englishmen fel! into the 
net at Constantinople. Their 


speciality was a mail order business 
in heroin, an even more dangerous” 
drug than morphine. They had 
many clients in Egypt. With them 
were associnted the sister of one 
of the men, married to.an Italian, 
and two Greeks. Much of the 
evidence against them was obtain- 
ed by the Egyptian, authorities, 
but the Turkish police acted with 
commendable speed. These out- 
standing cases well illustrate the 
difficulties of fighting the drug 
traffic and the absolute rtecessity 
of international! co-operation. 
Scoundrels of all nationalities link 
themselves together; a Pole was 
arrested -with the American. 
Their activities range over many 
countries and continents. The 
elaborate organisation and = in- 
genious snuggling devices resorted 
to are umply repaid by the fabulous 
profits, often amounting to thou- 
sands per cent. Thanks to the 
excellant staff work of the League 
of Nations something like a com- 
mon front is now being presented 
against the drug evil. The Con- 
stantinople ‘arrests wero made 
possible . only by the’ fact that 
Turkey, although riot then a’ mem- 
ber of the League, was porsunded 
to work with the Leaguo in this 
matter. The smashing of some of 
the leading gangs is most encour- 
aging. Constant vigilance, never- 
theless, is needed to prevent'o re- 
crudescence of large-scale traffic. 
Even in Great Britain, and cor’ 
tainly in other parts of the Emplre, 
drug trafilckers. are still, at large.

ARGUMENT IN THE 
APPEAL CASE 


NAVAL . OPINION 


Interestjng argument on fair- 
ways of Hongkong Harbour as 
they affected the Toyookn Maru 
and Kiangsu on the morning of 
March, 193], 
was a feature of the Full Court 
Appeal by the Nippon Yusen Kai- 
sha, tontinued this morning, 


The parties are the China Navi- 
gation Company, owners of the 
Kianygeu, and the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha, owners pf the Toyooka 
Maru. The appeal waa instituted 
with a view to quashing the judy- 
ment of Sir Joseph Kemp in 
favour of the China Navisgition 
Company. 

Sir Peter Grain, Sir osepb 
Kemp, Mr. Justice Wood with 
Commander B.D. Brooke, RN. 
and Lieut. Commander Rudyerd 
Halpman (naval assessors) are 
hearing: the case. 

Mr, Eldon Potter KC. and Mr. 
PF. CL Jenkin are appearing for the 
China Ni i Company and 
Mr. HW. G. Sheldon is representing’ 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, 


FAIRWAY DEFINED. 


When the Court resumed, Com- 
mander Brooke defined the south- 
ern limits’ of the fairway about 
which discussion has centred for 
two days. 

“We consider that the 
southern limit would be bordered 
hy the northern limit of the man- 
of-war anchorage.” he said. 
“Turning further east, the south 
ern limit weuld be bordered by 
the northern dimit! of the danger: 
ous yroods anchoraye and still 
further east by the nerthern limit 
of the reclaimed sround.” 

Mr, Potter pointed out that 
tuoy ABZ was a mooring: buoy and 
was situated in the fairway, The 
position was that 1 mooring 
buoy were in the fairway, vessels

Provecding, Mr. Potter contended 
that by setting back into her own 
waters, the ‘Toyooki Maru would 
have avoiddd a collision, 

“ex further point is that the 
Toyooka. Maru should not have 
taken such a long time. to appre- 
ciate the position of the Kiangsu 
from the sound: of her whistles,” 
said Mr. Potter. 


SPEED OF KIANGSU. 


Referring to the speed of the 
Kangsu, Mr, Potter remarked that 
Mr, Sheldon, in his address, had 
suggested that when Captain Rit- 
chie had said his speed wis SIX 
knots, then six knots was his mini- 
mum speed. ; 

He submitted it was really her 
maximum speed.

POLICE PETITION 


NEW DUTY HOURS 
ISSUED . 


MEN STILL VERY 
DISSATISFIED | 


What is tantamount to a reply 
to the recent petition submitted to 
the Government. by the Junior 
members of the Hongkong Police 
Foree has now been received in the 
form of a revision of the hours of 
duty. These are ‘contained in Or- 
ders issued by the Inspector General 
of Police to become effective on 
Monday next, August 1. 

Dissatisfaction is evident among 
the men who will be affected by 
the changes, which are described 
as unfair ‘and injurious to the 
health of the concerned. 

“Tho men directly concerned ture 
thase on street patrol. Previously 
they were required to patrol the 
streets for stretches of six hours a 
day, but recently orders were is- 
sued to the effect that the hours of 
duty would be increased to eight 
per day to be performed in stretches 
of four hours on and eight hours 
aly, 

it was andinst this arrangement 
that the petition was drawn up, the 
signatures requesting & reversion 
to the old times. , 


WORSE STILL. 


There has now been a revision 
inthe method by which the duties 
are to be performed and — these 
are stated to amount not only to a 
denial of the request of the junior 
officers of the Foree, but the im- 
position of even greater hard- 
ships. ? 

It is pointed out, as an example, 
that for the first. ten days of a 
month an offeer is required to do 
his eight hours duty at a single 
stretch from 8 a.m. to 4 opm. and, 
necarding to the strict reading 
of the Orders, no time ig allowed 
for tiffin; While in another — in- 
stunce the eight hours are to be 
performed within» a period of 
twelve hours, having a break of 
feur hours in between. . 

According to some officers, the 
circumstances are even more ay- 
gravated When there is a change 
of shifts, in°which ao oman 
will do sixteen hours, punctuated 
with rests of four hours between 
every four hours’ duty: 

The Orders issued by the In- 
spector General of Police contain 
the tabulated times of duty and 
alsa orders in’ connexion with 
leave, ete. 


CANTON WANTS 
FUGITIVE 


BANDITRY 
KIDNAPPING 


Extradition proceedings 
nexion with a requisition by the 
Canton authorities for the surren- 
der of a fusitive, Chan Ping, who 
iy wanted on echarces of banditry 
and kidnapping in the Shun Tack: 
District, Kwangtung, concluded 
before Mr. Schofield at the Cen- 
trat Police Court this, morning. 

In his opening, the Assistant 
Crown Solicitor, Mr. Whyte-Smith, 
satuted that the vielim, Chan Ting, 
was a farmer at Muk Sho village, 
in the Shun Tack district. He wis 
evidently prosperous, for he still 
‘owned two farms in different dis- 
triets. : 

On November 2, 1929, this far- 
mer was in his house having his 
pvening meal with four of — his 
fokis, when about ten men enter- 
ed. They were armed with pistols 
and revolvers. The fucitive was 
alleged to be one of them. 

CHAINED 40 DAYS. 

The farmer and his fokis were 
bound with ropes and the robbers 
procecded to ransack the house. 
They stole over $100 in money 
and also jewellery and clothing 
to the value of $500, They then 
led off the farmer and kept him a 
captive in a beat on the Sin Kau 
River, Pun U district. There he 
wus kept chained for forty days, 
during which time the bandits 
‘elnimed $16,000 ransom. 

It was the case for the Crown 
that the fugitive was the mun who 
wrote that letter. 
| Ultimately the farmer's father, 
who is now dead, agreed to pay 
$3,600 and this money was taken 
by one of the fokis who. had been 
in the house when thé robbers ar- 
rived. He paid the money over to 
the fugitive and brought back the 
farmer, Who settled down to work 
on the farm again and heard no 
more of the bandits until this 
year. te

This means that a team, finding 
itself incomplete through illness 
or any other legitimate reason 
only a few hours before the match 
is due to be played, has to get 
the sanction of the Exeeutive 
Committee or pay the penalty. 
The very impossibility of securing: 
the sanction of the committec 
within a few hours showa the im- 
practicability of the ruling, 

Heretofore the clubs have re- 
coxntsed this, and in all cases 
have come to a mutual arrange- 
ment over the whole thing. South 
China themselves have suffered in 
this respect this summer, but 
rather than take advantage of the 
rules, agreed to a rearrangement. 


GENEROUS ATTITUDE NEEDED.

OTTAWA GRAPPLING 
THORNY PROBLEMS 


Ottawa, July 27, 

An immense amount of useful 
‘and necessary work is being done 
| daily at the Conference. Although
